g, There can bo no doubt tliut tlio truo 
policy of the Brilibb Columbia Govern- 
ment under Oonfederaiion — indeed, 
Ounfoderation or not, — will be to ' ffor u 
free bomeEtead to every bona fide set- 
tler. JTbe anbjeot is somewhat throad" 
bare, we admit} and yet it is ono in- 
TOlviog each important oonsidorutionH 
to Ibe Oolooy that iteration, otherniso 
tedioas, becomes endnrable; Briiiah 
Oolambia bas frequently been pro- 
Doanoed a nonxagrlcaltaral ooontry, 
Boinettmes, indeed, by thoBO whoBo 
opinion was entitled to very great con- 
sidoration. Tbia miatake, for there need 
bo uo hoaitation in calling it snob, woold 
appear to have boon the offspring of 
pnporficial obsorvation. Take Yanoou- 
ver Islmid, for iusianco. Wbo on it in 
in ft posiuon to prononuce a dogintiUo 
opinion conoorning its ngricuitunil ca- 
pncity '1 All kiiowladgo of it intiy ill- 
most bo said to bo conliiied to tho mure 
fringes. The intorior of the ItiUuid in 
Blill for tho most part a terra incognita. 
Why, it was oi; ly tho olhor wouk ibnt 
tbo oxistcuco of a magniticont and fnr- 
tilo pruirio, extending Irom near iho 
head ot tho piotiont Oomox settlement 
to (Japo Madgo, was discovered. And, 
BO it is in other parts. Tho extent and 
value of the rich lauds of tho Cowichan 
Boilloiiiont aro only beginning to bo 
understood, und thero need be no hci- 
talion wbalevor in affirming that Van- 
oonver Island is entitled to be designated 
an agricnliural coantij. That the pro- 
BUmably b«st tracts of its agriculiurai 
lands aro at present out ot practical 
reach of tho markets, and that there 
are, in fact, as yet no markets in the Co- 
lony to induce any iaito moasuro ot 
agricultural developmout, must bo ad- 
mit ed. Bat it is in the light of the im- 
med-alefutaro that we desire caoro p.irticii- 
larly to regard this sulij' ;t. It is svlicji the 
great Coal s'.ores of Nanaimo and Comox 
will have to bo opened up and eiicrgeii. 
oially worked in ord«r to meet the d^^- 
mand certain to be mads upon them ; it 
is when a railway, necessary as; a pan 
of tho great iranscoolinental roud, 
or an anxiliary thereof, sbull 
throw opou tlio interior of tbo lalurd 
and connect its rich lands with itrt mur- 
kets, that it will bo laliy domonBtruicd 
that Vancoaverlilandii, indeed, posseiigcd 
of no mean agrioaltural capacity. 
Bat the agrionUnral resonroea of the 
Colony are by no meAns confined to this 
Island. Nay, wo conceive tho assertion 
juBlifiable that ibo mainland part of the 
colony possoBsea a still stronger claim to 
be regarded as an agricultural couniiy, 
There everything is on a very mnch larg- 
er scale. Trees, rooksj mounluinsi, 
rivera, lakes, all are larger ; but still 
larger are its sweeps ol fortilo prairio 
and rich table and bottom lands. Ami 
hero, too, comparatively little is really 
known by many wbo have ventured 
to pronounce an unfavorable opinion. 
A.n intelligent man with tbo 
keenent observaiion and ripest judt;- 
.ment mi<^ht sail up and down 
the Frasor between New WestmiiiHtci- 
and Yale once a week for a deeuilo ol 
years, and, su f:vr m HIh observation 
from tho deck of tho steamer would ' li- 
able bim to judge, might pronounce the 
coantry bordering opon that noblo 
stream utterly unfit for settlement, liitlo 
■uspBOting that behind tho fringe of fir, 
Cottonwood and jungle which forins the 
border on either bank, tliero lies babk- 
iug in the quiet sunlight a slroteh of 
the riohest prairie, covered with tbo 
■wectest of grasses, pea-vino and blue- 
bells. And 80 it is above. Tho iniela- 
gent traveller is whirled wuli iliz/.y 
fpood in iiarnurd's well appoinli il Ivx^ 
press ooaehos tbnni^li tho L'a^^cr.il..- 
Range and away up to very foot-hill-i a 
the llocky Moantaioe, little dreaming 
the while ot fertile and wido-epreading 
valleys, table lands and prairio, extend 
Ing on either hand away to the u'mo.-.i 
ooufu.ea of the Colony. His cliiof im» 
preaaidiiH aro o! Bnow-cupiiod mountiiin-^ 
frowiiiuf^ teriliunliy overhead, yawning 
obaBms and Hoeiliing carrenig thousands 
of feel bolow; his most vivid rooolloot* 
ions are cf marvelois zig-zng 
mountain roaJs, Hliarp curves 
moltlesomo six- in hand horses^ und 
clover and trusty (irivern. « Grand! 
terlfically, painfully grand 1' ho ex- 
claims, bat thinks not of tame, plodding, 
prosaic agriculture. And yet there aro 
tho latent elemonls of agricultural wealth 
and prosperity winch must euusiitnto tlie 
foundation of permanent /ell being. The 
supremo object of the local Goveriinionl 
must be to throw opon these lands, 
whether on the Island or the Mainland, 
and invite bona fide settlers by offering 
to eaoh a Fiikk Komkstkad.
